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Shoney’s puts off plans |

GRANITE CITY — Shoney’s 
Restaurants Inc. has postponed 
its plans to build a restaurant in 
the city indefinitely. 

And city officials say Shoney’s 
representatives may have inten- 
‘tionally withheld plans they had 
for the land where the restau- 
rant was to be located. 

City Economic Director Alan 
Ortbals and Mayor Von Dee 
Cruse said they have now been 
informed by Shoney’s represen- 
tatives of Shoney’s intention to 
sell a piece of property they 
-intend to buy on Nameoki Road. 

Shoney’s has plans to sell part 
of the land to Jiffy Lube, a chain 
of car lubrication shops, accord- 
‘ing to an Aug. 12 letter from the 
"company to Cruse. 

Whether to allow a Shoney’s 
-on Nameoki Road became a

. BELLEVILLE — A two-year 
contract: between Belleville Area 
College’s full-time faculty and 
the college’s Board of Trustees 
was ratified Friday, avoiding the 
possibility of a strike. 

The contract freezes faculty 
wages at their present level. It’s 
the fourth wage freeze in six 
years, said Leo Welch, faculty 
union president. 

The teachers ratified the con, 
tract 82-13 Friday morning® 
Welch said. Trustees approved 
the contract at a special meeting 
Friday evening following a 22- 
minute executive session to dis- 
cuss the proposal. 

Some teachers weren’t pleased 
with the wage freeze and some 
may choose to retire, Welch 
said.

PONTOON BEACH — Day-to- 
day living services will be 
offered at a care facility for the 
developmentally disabled which 
is planned as part of the pro- 
posed Chouteau Trace I 

The Chouteau Trace develop- 
ment is on the west side of Dli- 
nois 111, south of Interstate 270. 

No facility currently exists in 
the immediate area offering 
care for the developmentally dis- 
abled and there is a need for the 
service, according to Stan 
Lucas, Chouteau Trace develop- 
er. 

Projected cost of the care 
facility is $358,000. : 

Also proposed for Chouteau 
Trace I, a large-scale develop- 
ment on a 68-acre tract of land, 
are a shopping center, a bank 
and residential property. 

The 15-bed supervised care 


unit would offer living services 
in a “home environment” to per- 
sons who are considered devel- 
opmentally disabled but are not 
mentally handicapped, Lucas 
said. 

No objections to the proposed 
construction were voiced at an 
Aug. 4 public hearing held at the 
Pontoon Beach Senior Citizens 
Center. « 

A public hearing was neces- 
sary when the state was asked 
to approve a change of the origi- 
nal construction site from “4 
Duplex Court in Collinsville to 
Pontoon Beach.

Mother gives son life second time

GRANITE CITY — Joyce 
Warren has given her son life 
for the second time. 

On June.23, her son, Jerry 
Warren, received one of his 
mother’s kidneys during a trans- 
plant operation at Barnes Hospi- 
tal in St. Louis. The surgery 
lasted between five and six 
hours, he said.

Jerry, 33, has had a kidney 
disease sifice 1967, he said. In 
March, histkidneys failed and he 
had to go—onto a dialysis 
machine at Jewish Hospi Jer- 
ry said.

In January, Joyce, her daugh- 
ter Jo Ann, and her other son 
Jim were tested to see if their 
kidneys would match Jerry’s, 
Joyce said. Joyce’s and-Jo Ann’s

kidneys were both half compati- 
ble with Jerry’s. Jim’s was total- 
ly incompatible. 

Though doctors prefer a full 
match, Joyce said, Jerry’s doc- 
tors were confident the surgery 
would work. 

“I just knew it had to be me,” 
Joyce said. “It’s just something 
Lhad to do.” 

Jerry’s doctor told him that 
the new kidney began working 
as soon as it was implanted, Jer- 
ry said. 

“It’s a miracle,”’ Joyce said. 

Following the surgery, Jerry 
returned home in six days and 
Joyce in five days, they said. 


“Recipients usually stay four to 


six weeks in the hospital after 
such a transplant, Jerry said. 

Jerry said the biggest problem 
he faces is the cost of the medi- 
cation> 

The loss of one of her kidneys 
hasn’t--resulted. in any bi 
changes for Joyce, she said. 
She’s on no restricted diet and 
she continues her role as owner 
and operator of a beauty shop.

Clinton plant needed, 
rates reasonable — 


To the editor: 

The following is in response to 
the- editorial which appeared in 
the Press-Record on Aug. 13, 
1987. The editorial essentially 
attacks Illinois Power Company 
for: 

4) Paying a dividend to its 
stockholders and the company’s 
timing in paying the dividend. 

2) The Company’s plan to lev- 
elize the summer-winter rate dif- 
feréntial for residential custom- 


ers: 

'8) The 19 percent increase in 
.eléctric rates which was granted 
in-a 1985 rate order and became 
effective with our 1987 summer 
rates. 

‘Allow me to set the record 
straight. First, our stockholders 
ha¥e not been immune to the 
cqnstruction of our Clinton nucle- 
ar plant. 

In fact, our stock and bond 
holders have been footing the 
entire bill for construction of the 
Clinton Power Station and they 
rightfully expect a return on 
their investment. 

Not one cent of our customers’ 
mpbney has been spent for labor 
and-material to build Clinton. 
Our customers have been asked 
only-to pay the interest charges 
onthe money borrowed for the 
plant’s construction. 

Furthermore, our dividends 
are paid quarterly and must be 
continued on a quarterly basis to 
maintain the price stability of 
our common stock. 

Many le have invested in 
utility’ stocks over the years 
despite relatively lower divi- 
dends resulting from the percep- 
tion that these investments were 
“safe investments.” 

But with the dramatic changes 
in’ the utility industry over the 
past 10 years, utility investments 
aren’t considered ‘‘lower-risk’’ 
asin the past. Over the past 20 
years, Llinois Power Co: divi- 
dends on common stock 
increased 65 percent — that 
averages 3.25 percent per year. 
During the same period, our 
stock price has fallen from $42 
to.aniaverage of $26 per share. 

For our stockholders who 
bought stock 20 years ago, this 
means that they have seen a 38 
percent loss on their investment. 

The difference between sum- 
mer .and winter rates is not 
related to, ‘or caused by, our 
Clinton Plant. The increase 
experienced this summer is the 
result of a concept in 1977. 

‘That is the idea of customers 
paying higher rates when the 
cost of generating electricity is 

hest. It costs more to produce 
electricity in the summer 

‘ause that is when customers 
us@-the most.

though it was not appreciably 
different from our neighboring 
utility companies, Union Electric 
Co. and Central Illinois Public 
Service Co. 

Finally, let me address the 
level of our rates. The increase 
of 19 percent that went into 
effect this summer was the first 
since 1983 — an average of 3.9 
percent per year. 

During the past 20 years our 
residential rates have increased 
149 percent while the consumer 
price index increased more than 
228 percent. 

Bi this same time period 
the price of the Press-Record 
increased 329 percent (from 7 
cents to 30 cents). 

In 1967, our residential electric 
customers spent 1.6 percent of 
their income on electricity. In 
1987, those same customers will 
probably spend 2.1 percent of 
their income on electricity even 
though our typical customers 
increased their usage a whop- 
ping 68 percent. 

It’s no secret that recent 
increases have resulted, in part, 
from the interest on money bor- 
rowed to construct the Clinton 
Plant. You might ask is Clinton 
really necessary? 

Illincis-Power Co. has 18 gen- 
erating units, 13 of which are 30 
years old or older; the useful 
operating life of a unit is 40 
years. 

Without Clinton, our total 
reserve at the end of 1986 was 
about 9 percent and rapidly 
shrinking due to increased sum- 
mer usage. 

During our summer peak, the 
loss of just one generating unit 
at our Baldwin Plant could 
result in power outages to some 
of our customers if we were 
unable to buy emergency power 
from another company. 

But perhaps one of the most 
important reasons for Clinton is 
to provide an ample supply of 
competitively-priced electricity. 

The standard. of living we 
enjoy and the jobs we have and 
anticipate for our children and 
grandchildren depend upon hav- 
ing electricity available. If we 
hope to attract and*keep jobs 
and employment in our area, 
this is absolutely essential. 

Plants and businesses don’t 
locate in areas where their elec- 
trical need cannot be provided at 
a reasonable price. 

A recent survey by the United 

States Department of Energy 
reveals that of 176 utility compa- 
nies inthe United States, 140 
have higher industrial rates than 
Illinois Power Co. 
, _On the same page as the edito- 
rial, the Press-Record published 
its statement of purpose which 
reads, “We dedicate. ourselves to 
the public, holding its welfare in 
highest regard and standing 
firmly in opposition to any who 
‘would oppose it.’’ 

It appears to me that the 
Press-Record either doesn’t fully 
appreciate the ultimate conse- 
air of what it proposes or it 

loesn’t really understand the 
true meaning. of its own state- 
ment of. -

Wolf would alter 
selection of ICC 


“Although Illinois Power's 
request to rescind a controver- 
sial summer rate hike provides 
some immediate relief to utility 
customers, the approval of that 
increase in the first place indi- 
cates a serious problem with the 
Illinois Commerce Commission 
(ICC),’’ State Rep. Sam Wolf, 
D-Granite City, said last week. 

“The ICC is an agency of the 
state,” said Wolf. ‘It is charged 
with balancing the concerns of 
citizens with the economic needs 
of utility companies. 

“Unfortunately, the ICC seems 
unable to fulfill this task. 


“It took a vocal protest from 
Illinois Power customers and 
members of the General Assem- 
bly to force Commerce Commis- 
sion members to consider the 
impact of their actions on utility 
customers. This shows me that 
we have a major problem with 
the commission which must be 
addressed,”’ Wolf said.

“lll. Power is now asking the 
ICC to rescind this summer rate 
hike.

GRANITE CITY — Higher 
revenues and expenses are proj- 
ected in the fiscal 1988 budget 
for the Tri-City Regional Port 
District. 

The port’s Board of Commis- 
sioners approved the budget 
Aug. 11. 

Revenues for the fiscal year 
are estimated at $1.2 million, a 
$300,000 increase from the previ- 
ous year, said Bob Wydra, port 
general manager. 

Jerry Lavelle, port district 
engineer, said the higher reve- 
mues are because of increases in 
rental fees of port district facili- 
ties. The increases are due to 
the construction of new facilities 
at the port, he said. 

Besides rental fees received 
for port facilities and land, the 
district also receives income 
from charges for cargo that goes 
across the docks, Lavelle said. 

Expenditures for the fiscal 
year are projected at approxi- 
mately $938,000, Lavelle said. 
That’s about an $80,000 increase 
in itures over last fiscal 
year, Wydra said. 

Of the $938,000, Lavelle said, 
$385,000 is included for deprecia- 
tion of port property. He said 
$553,000 is budgeted for actual 
expenditures.

Living arrangements 
affect SSI payment 


People applying for or receiv- 
ing supplemental security 
income (SSI) payments, or who 
live with someone who does, 
should be familiar with the 
effect living arrangements can 
have on their benefits, a spokes- 
man said this week. 

Because the arrangements can 
make a difference in a person’s 
income, they may affect the 
amount of the payment that per- 
son can get. 

SSI payments are made to 
people with little or no income 
and resources, who are 65 or 
over, blind, or disabled. 

Over 4 million people are 
receiving SSI benefits nation- 
wide. The basic federal payment 
is $340 for eligible individuals 


and $510 for eligible couples liv- _ 


ing together. 

‘This payment may be reduced 
depending on the amount of 
income a person has. It is also 
supplemented by many states. 

The general rule is that the 
monthly SSI payment of a per- 
son who lives in the household of 
another is reduced by one-third. 

reduction is required 
because the room and board pro- 
vided to the person getting SSI 
helps to meet’ his or her basic 
needs. 

Exceptions are made in cases 
where the person is paying a 
fixed amount for room and

board or pays his or her share of 
total household expenses. In 
either of those’situations, the SSI 
payment is not reduced. 

Any change in living arrange- 
ments should be reported to the 
Social Security office immediate- 
ly, since it can affect the pay- 
ment a person’is receiving, the 
spokesman said. 

If a person moves out of the 
household of another, the month- 
ly payment may go up. If he or 
she moves into the household of 
another while receiving pay- 
ments, the payment may be 
reduced. 

Failure to report immediately 
could lead to an overpayment or 
underpayment of benefits. Over- 
payments - generally must be 
repaid; in most cases, this is 
accomplished by deductions 
from future checks. 

However, if fraud or deliber- 
ate concealment of the facts 
occurs, a person may receive 
penalties ranging from a fine to 
a jail term. 

People who have questions 
about how thei¥ living arrange- 
ment affect their SSI yments 
may call the East St. ‘Louis 
Social Security office, 482-9430. 

Callers may file an application 
for benefits, change their 
address, apply for a Social Secu- 
rity card, or schedule an in-of- 
fice interview by appointment.

According to a spokesman at 
the Edgewood facility, “If we 
determine that in-patient treat- 
ment is desirable, we require 
three things. 

“First, we ask that the ecole: 
cent recognize his n ‘or - 
ment and assure us that he will 
cooperate within the program. 
Second, we require the family to 
give full support and involve- 
ment during the treatment pro- 
cess. 

“Last, we insist that the ado- 
lescent and family agree to fol- 
low up the in-patient care with 
after care. 

“If the adolescent refuses to 
cooperate,” she continued, “we 
concentrate our counseling on 
the family members and get 
them to attend Al-Anon for 
themselves, to prepare them for 
living with an adolescent who 
may not change his behavior.”” 


Drying out 


According to the acute care 
supervisor there, as soon as the 
adolescent is admitted to the in- 
patient program, he or she goes 
through phase one, the detoxifi- 
cation stage. 

“Since some withdrawal symp- 
toms are life threatening, we use 
similarly structured chemicals to 
keep the patients medically safe 
in the initial 23-day detoxifica- 
tion period. { 

“If they have been using aleo- 
hol and marijuana, we may use 
Librium. 

“If they have used.cocaine, we 
find that Valium works better. 
But our goal is to keep them 
medically safe while they're 
here, before they go on to phase 
two,”’ the supervisor said. 


Rehabilitation 


Once the patient is out of the 
detox unit, and after a doctor 
completes ‘a history and physi- 
cal, a lengthy psyeho-social 
assessment is done. 

This entails getting the adoles- 
cent to talk about what is going 
on in his life...at home, at 
school, and at work, if he has a 
job. 

He is assigned counselor

* When the standards are dif- 
ferent for men and women in the 
family...it’s all right for men to 
get drunk but not for wom- 
en...there is a higher risk.

* Young people with low 
self-esteem tend to be more pre- 
disposed, as do those who tend 
to highly impulsive.

31. Cruse said the city should 
know by then whether the com- 
pany is serious about building a 
restaurant. 

“If we don’t do this by Aug. 








31, they could walk away from 
the whole deal,’’ Cruse id. He 
said there was no indication that 


Shoney’s would not buy the land 
and that he hoped Shoney's 
would eventually build the res- 
taurant 

The letter from Shoney's indi- 
cated that the company needed 
to sell part of the land in order 
to make the development finan- 
cially feasible. 

“We will be spending $353,000 
to purchase the property’... In 
order to carry this investment 
for up to two years, it will be 
necessary to reduce our basis by 
selling off a portion of our land,” 
said Ben Kenney, real estate 
manager for Shoney's. 

The letter also stated that a 
moratorium “for an unspecified 
period of time” had been placed 
on the building of new Shoney’s 
restaurants in the St. Louis area. 

Selling the land to Jiffy Lube 
will mean there will be about 46 
fewer parking spaces at the Sho- 
ney’s, if it is built. 

Ortbals said he had always” 
felt that it was. ‘‘strange’’ that 
the restaurant planned much 
more parking space than was 
needed and that Shoney’s had 
not brought in engineering plans 
between the time the Plan Com- 
mission recommended the zoning 
change and the City Council 
passed the plans. 

He also said Shoney’s never 
presented plans that included a 
second business on the site. 

The city won’t be pressured 
into allowing a Jiffy Lube at the 
site, though the closing date is 
only about a week away and the 
business would be allowed under 
the rezoning, Ortbals said.

Attorney Dick Allen on July 24, 
1987, which pertain to several 
members of the Granite City 
Police Department, we have con- 
ducted an intensive internal 
investigation under my direct 
supervision and have concluded 
with the following findings: 

“1. ALLEGATION (as stated): 
During opening testimony, both 
on May 29 and June 17, several 
officers stated they had been 
drinking for approximately 12 
hours. These officers admittedly 
frequented three different tav- 
erns and were driving an 
unmarked Granite City Police 
car on April 17. 

“ANSWER: All the officers 
were off-duty. The unit in ques- 
tion was not used during the 
entire 12-hour period. The unit 
was a 10-year-old confiscated 
vehicle. 

“The four officers were disci- 
plined by retired Chief Bill Har- 
ris and said discipline made part 
of their record. I have since 
issued orders that no police vehi- 
cle will be used for these pur- 
poses, along with other: guide- 
lines. 

“2. ALLEGATION: During 
open testimony, police officers 
requested a cocktail waitress to 
deliver to David Partney a drink 
on the Granite City Police 
Department. This happened 
approximately two hours prior to 
his arrest for DUI. 

“ANSWER: No _ clear intent 
was shown here. The drink was 
never delivered. Although it was 
in poor taste, no rule or violation 
was broken. 

“3. ALLEGATION: During 
open testimony, one Granite City 
Police Officer admitted to 
approaching and arguing with 
David Partney three times that 
night. Under oath, this officer 
stated that his behavior consti- 
tuted provocation. ‘ 

“ANSWER: This officer's con- 
duct was noted. The officer was 
disciplined by Chief Harris and 
said discipline was made a per- 
manent part of his record. 

“4. ALLEGATION: Transcript 
of the probable-cause hearing 
and the actual trial concerning 
the DUI arrest of David Partney 
show clearly that officers 
involved committed perjury; 
when DUI transcript is complet- 
ed, we will present it to you as 
soon as possible. 

“ANSWER: Although I have 
asked, I have never received a 
copy of the transcript. However, 
this would be within the realm of 
the Judiciary, the defense coun- 
sel, and the state’s attorney’s 
office for determination. The 
DCI (Department of Criminal 
Investigation) and the state’s 
attorney have reported no crimi- 
nal act was committed. 

“5. ALLEGATION: During 
open testimony, several officers 
were admittedly drinking for 
approximately 12 hours at one 
time, while also driving an 
unmarked Granite City police 
car on April 17, 1987.
